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CERMAK’ RISE 
T0 FAME LIKE 
HENRY FORD'S 


Mayor Proves U. S. 
Rewards Those 
With Ability 


By W. F. PETERSON 

CHICAGO.—In the life of Anton 
J. Cermak, recently elected mayor 
of ‘Chicago over William Hale 
Thompson by a majority of nearly 
200.000, is found ample cause for 
America’s being characterized as 
the “land of opportunity.” 

Cermak’s career, in many re- 
spects, is similar to that of Lin- 
coln, of Edward Bok, of Henry 
Ford. It is not unlike the “suc- 
cess” stories that flowed from the 
pen of Horatia Alger, Jr. 

Born in a mining village near 
Prague. the present capital of 
Czechoslovakia. Cermak was 
brought to this country by his par- 
ents when he was one year old. His 
father was a miner, and it was in- 
tended that the son should follow 
him in regard to occupation. 

In 1889, at the age of 16, Cer- 
mak trudged into Chicago with all 
his earthly possessions in a bund! 
on his shoulder. He had i 
exhibited his qualities of. leader- 
ship—and to his sorrow. 

Since he was 11 he had worked 
in the Illinois mine fields and at 
16 had become a spokesman for a 
group of miners. The men wanted 
@ raise, and young Cermak passed 
the information on to the boss. As 
a result. he was fired. 

His First Start 

Within three years after he came 
to Chicago Cermak had saved 
enough to buy a team of horses and 
start a trucking business. In time, 
through good management and 
industry, he owned 40 teams. 

When he was 21 the future 
mayor married and built’ a house 
for his bride. Mrs. Cermak, who 
died in 1928, bore him three daugh- 
ters. Cermak, only 58. today has 
grandchildren approaching man- 
hood and womanhood. 

As soon as he was able to vote, 
the immigrant youth took an in- 
terest in the politics of the city. 
He was appointed a court clerk in 
1902 by Mayor Harrison, to whose 
home he had been delivering kind- 
ling a few years before. He was 
elected to the state legislature in 
the same year and since that time 
his rise from one public office to 
another has been unbroken. 

Noted for his attention to detail, 
Cermak played the game of politics 
assiduously. He has always con-

Raw and Cooked Foods 

Raw foods are of course more yi- 
talizing and more. refreshing than 
cooked foods, but there are times 
when cooking is necessary to soften 
the fibers of meats and-some vege- 
tables. 3 
. The ideal way of cooking with- 
Out water whenever possible can be 
accomplished by using covered 
Saucepans placed in an oven of 
moderate heat. Use a small flame 
to keep the heat near boiling point 
and yet not enough to cause rapid 
,evaporation. When foods are cooked 
quickly» over a hot fire, especially 
foods which are cooked in liquid 
of any kind, a great deal of the 
valuable nutritive elements are 
passed off and lost in the vapor 
or steam. Most meats, fish, 
stews do not need any water if 
cooked in this manner. 

Foods cooked in this manner may 
be left for hours without attention 
after being placed in the oven. 

The idea in cooking food is to 
soften it and make it palatable with 
moderate heat and at the same time 
retain as much of the goodness as 
possible.

Praise Co-Eds. 
For Their Poise 
and Social Ease 


BOSTON—(INS)—American girls 
far exceed the English girl students 
in poise and self possession, ac- 
cording to Dr. Mabel Buer of the 
University of Reading, England, who 
with other foreign representatives 
of the American Association of Uni- 


versity Women, made a study of 
the Boston University plan of co- 
operative housing for girl students 
following the fiftieth anniversary 
celebration of the organization here. 

Madame Aslang Muller, of the 
University of Copenhagen, Den- 
mark, was amazed by the respon- 
sibility taken, by the girl students 
in the regulation of their duties. 

“Nobody in our country,” she 
said, “has ever thought that the 
girls could run their own house. 
Here you operate it by yourself. 
Your house mother is merely a 
chaperone. In Denmark, the girls 
are all taken care of.” 

Madame Muller explained that 
the situation in Denmark was dif- 
ferent from that in American uni- 
versities because of the fact that 
tuition in Denmark is free and the 
students have to plan only for board 
and lodging. She said that she 
hoped to organize a system similar 
| that in effect at Boston univer- 
sity. 

Dr. Isabella Grassi, of Rome, 
Italy, graduate of the University of 
Rome, said that the universities 
there have always been open to men 
and’ women since the thirteenth 
century, but that only graduate 
work was done. She marvelled at 
the social ease of the Boston uni- 
versity girl students, an ease un- 
known in Italy. 

Another visitor to Boston univer- 
sity, Miss Marian Talbot, one of the 
first women to be graduated from 
the B. U. College of Liberal Arts, 
1880, plans to return to Constan- 
tinople where she will be president 
of the.Constantinople Woman’s Col- 
lege. She has, served as dean of 
women at the’ University of Chi- 
cago.

Most of the material which has 
already been sent to the United 
Staces has been donated by Baron 
Soyata Iwasaw: one of the wealth- 
iest and most influential men in 
Japan, according to Dr. Charles C, 
Williamson, Director of the Colum- 
bia University Libraries. Besides 
ceing the principal donor, Baron 
Twasaki is chairman of the Cul- 
ture Center group in Japan. Other 
members of the committee actively 
interested in the project are: T.

Ichinomiya, and Dr. K. Kuroita, 
professor in the Imperial Univer- 
sity of Tokyo and a foremost au- 
thority on Japanese history.
